Our Good Subjetts ; Yer there is on toot a Delign of Addrefling Us of New, on the ſame heads, carryed 
on after ſuch a Manner, and with ſo little re(pe& to Our Government, as gives Us too juft Grounds toapprehend the Conſequences, 


that We have never hitherto denyed Our Subjedts their juſt Priviledgeg, nor will We ever diſcourage the Liberty of Petitioning, 
- when the ſame is donein aneOrderly and Dutiful manner, Bur that having fully declared Our Mind, 4s ro the Subje&t of the 
laſt Addrefſe, We cannot but take particular Notice. of that unuſual Method that is taken to procure Subſcriptions to ane new 
one, And that ſome Perſons, who ſignalize themſelves in carrying on the ſame,have given no Evidence of their good affeftion 


ts Our Government. And make it their Indeayour to lodge the late misfortune of the Company, on Proclamations emitted in the 
Weſt Indies, tho they cannot but be ſenſible, chat the ſame did proceed from other Cauſes. 


And being convinced, thar ſuch 
Praftiſes may tend to Alienat from Us the Hearts of Our good Subjets, and that it 1s neceſlar, for the Support ef Our Govern- 
ment, and preſerving the publick Peace of the Nation, that they be diſcouraged and prevented, We did therefore Recomend 
to the (aids Lerds of Our Privy Council, to ſignifie and make known Our Diſpleaſore, and Dilſ-ſatisfaQtion with ſack proceedings, 
and to take the moſt effetuall Methods conſiſtent with Law, for diſcouraging the ſame : And for preventing theſe that are well 
inclined to Our Government, from Joyning with them , Wherefore, We, with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council), bave 


rh2ught fit, that publick Intimation be made in manner underwritten, of Our Diſpleaſure, and Diſ-ſatisfation with the foreſaid 
Proceedings, And that We will take the moſt effe&uall Methods confiſtent with Law» for Diſcouraging the ſame, and for pre-
